The Plenipotentiaries of Her Majesty the Queen of the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland, and of His Majesty the King of Prussia, 
in virtue of their full powers, accept the Accession of their said Royal and 
Serene Highnesses ; promising that the stipulations of the Convention of 
the 13th of May, 1846, as well as the special provisions which are contained 
in the Protocol of the same date, shall be carried into exeeution by their 
respective Sovereigns in all points, with regard to the States of the 
Thuringian Union and their subjects, in the same manner as between the 
British and Prussian Governments and their subjects.

the respective Governments should 
be obliged to order them to remove, 
the term of twelve months shall be 
allowed them for that purpose, in 
order that they may remove, with 
their effects and property, whether 
entrusted to individuals or to the 
State. At the same time it 1s to 
be understond that this favour 1s 
not to be extended to those who 
shall act contrary to the established 
laws. 
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ARTICLE III.

It is likewise agreed and con- 
cluded, that the subjects and inha- 
bitants of the kingdoms, provinces 
and dominions of their Majesties, 
shall exercise no acts of hestility or 
violence against each other, either 
by sea, or by land, or in rivers, 
streams, ports or havens, under any 
colour or pretence whatsoever; so 
that the subjects of either Party 
shall receive no patent, commission, 
or tnstruction for arming and acting 
at sea as privateers, nor letters of 
reprisal, as they are called, from 
any Princes or States, enemics to 
the other party; nor by virtue or 
under colour of such patents, com- 
missions or reprisals, shall they dis- 
turb, infest, or any way prejudice 
or damage the aforesaid subjects 
and inhabitants of the King of Great 
Britain, or of the Most Christian 
King; neither shall they arm ships 
in such manner as is above said, or 
vo out to sea therewith. To which 
end, as often as it is required by 
either Party, strict and express pro- 
hibitions shall be renewed and pub- 
lished in all the territories, coun- 
tries, and dominions of each party 
wheresoever, that no one shall in 
any wise use such commissions or 
letters of reprisal, under the severest 
punishment that can be inflicted on 
the transgressors, besides being 
liable to make full restitution and 
satisfaction to those to whom they 
have done any damage: Neither 
shall any letters of reprisal be here- 
after granted by either of the said 
High Contracting Parties, to the 
prejudice or detriment of the sub- 
jects of the other, except only in such 
case wherein justice is denied or de- 
layed ; which denial or delay of jus- 
tice shall not be regarded as veri- 
fied, unless the petition of the person, 
who desires the said letters of re- 
prisal, be communicated to the Mi- 
nister residing’ there on the part of 
the Prince against whose subjects 
they are to be granted, that within 
the space of four months, or sooner, 
if it be possible, he may manifest 
the contrary, or procure the satis- 
faction which may be justly due. 


ARTICLE IV.

ARTICLE IV. 


The subjects and inhabitants of 
the respective dominions of the two 
Sovereigns shall have liberty, freely 
and securely, without licence or 
passport, general or special, by land 
or by sea, or any other way, to 
enter into the kingdoms, dominions, 
provinces, countries, islands, cities, 
villages, towns, walled or unwalled, 
fortified or unfortified, ports, or 
territories whatsoever, of either 
Sovereign, situated in Europe, and 
to return from thence, to remain 
there, or to pass through the same, 
and therein to buy and purchase, as 
they please, all things necessary for 
their subsistence and use, and they 
shall mutually be treated with all 
kindness and favour. Provided, 
however, that in all these matters 
they behave and conduct themselves 
conformably to the laws and sta- 
tutes, and live with each other ina 
friendly and peaceable manner, and 
promote reciprocal concord by main- 
taining a mutual good understand- 


ing. 


ARTICLE V. 


The subjects of each of their said 
Majesties may have leave and licence 
to come with their ships, as also 
with the merchandizcs and goods on 
board the same, the trade and 1m- 
portation whereof are not prohibited 
by the laws of cither kingdoms, and 
to enter into the countries, domi- 
nions, cities, ports, places, and rivers 
of cither Party, situated in Europe, 
to resort thercto, and to remain and 
reside there, without any limitation 
of time; also to hire houses, or to 
lodge with other persons, and to buy 
all lawful kinds of merchandizes, 
where they think fit, either from the 
first maker or the seller, or in any 
other manner, whether in the publie 
market for the sale of merchandizes, 
or in fairs, or wherever such mer- 
chandizes are manufactured or sold. 
They may likewise deposit and keep 
in their magazines and warehouses, 
the merchandizes brought from 
other parts, and afterwards expose 
the same to sale, without being 10 
any wise obliged, unless willingly 
and of their own accord, to bring

those to which the subjects of the 
two Contracting Parties shall them- 
selves be liable. And they shall 
have free leave to remove them- 
selves, as also their wives, children, 
and servants, together with their 
merchandizes, property, goods, or 
effects, whether bought or imported, 
wherever they shall think fit, out of 
either kingdom, by land and by sea, 
on the rivers and fresh waters, after 
discharging the usual duties, any 


law, privilege, grant, immunities or 


customs, to the contrary thereof in 
any wise notwithstanding. In mat- 
ters of religion, the subjects of the 
two Crowns shall enjoy perfect 
liberty: they shall not be compelled 
to attend divine service, whether 
in the churches or elsewhere; but, 
on the contrary, they shall be per- 
mitted, without any molestation, to 
perform the exercises of their reli- 
gion privately in their own houses, 
and in their own way. Liberty 
shall not be refused to bury the sub- 
jects of either kingdom who die in 
the territories of the other, in con- 
venient places to be appointed for 
that purpose; nor shall the funerals 
or sepulchres of the deceased be in 
any wise disturbed. The laws and 
statutes of each kingdom shall re- 
main jn force and vigour, and shall 
be duly put in execution, whether 
they relate to commerce and navi- 
gation, or to any other right, those 
cases only excepted, concerning 
which it is otherwise determined in 
the Articles of this present Treaty. 


ARTICLE VI.

ARTICLE VI. 


The two High Contracting Par- 
ties have thought proper to settle 
the duties on certain goods and 
merchandizes, in order to fix inva- 
riably the footing on which the 
trade therein shall be established 
between the two nations. In con- 
sequence of which they have agreed 
upon the following Tariff, viz.:— — 

1. The wines of France, im- 
ported directly from France into 
Great Britain, shall in no case pay 
any higher duties than those which 
the wines of Portugal now pay. 


The wines of France, imported 
directly from France into Ireland, 
shall pay no higher duties than 
those which they now pay. 


2. The vinegars of France in- 
stead of sixty-seven pounds, five 
shillings, and three pence, and 
twelve-twentieths of a penny sterl- 
ing’, per ton, which they now pay, 
shall not, for the future, pay, in 
Great Britain, any higher duties 
than thirty-two pounds, eighteen 
shillings, and ten pence, and sixteen- 
twentieths of a penny sterling, per 
ton. 


3. The brandies of France, in- 


stead of nine shillings and six pence, 
and twelve-twentieths of a penny 


sterling, shall, for the future, pay, 


in Great Britain, only seven shillings 
sterling per gallon, making four 
quarts, English measure. 

4. Oil of olives, coming directly 
from France, shall, for the future, 
pay no higher duties than are now 
paid for the same from the most 
favoured nations. 

5. Beer shall pay reciprocally a 
duty of 30 per cent. ad valorem. 


6. The dutics on hardware, cut- 
lery, cabinet-ware, and_ turnery, 
and also all works, both heavy and 
light, of iron, steel, copper and 
brass,* shall be classed; and _ the 
highest duty shall not exceed 10 
per cent. ad valorem. 


7. All sorts of cottons manufac- 


tured in the dominions of the two 


Sovereigns in Europe, and also 
woollens, whether knit or wove, !n- 
cluding hosiery, shall pay, in both 
countries, an import duty of 12 per 
cent. ad valorem; all manufactures

nions of the two Sovereigns in Eu- 
rope, shall pay no higher duties, 
either in Great Britain or France, 
than linens manufactured in Holland 
or Flanders, imported into Great 


Britain, now pay. 


And linens mace of flax or hemp, 
manufactured in lreland or France, 
shall reciprocally pay no higher 
duties than linens manufactured in 
Holland, imported into Ireland, now 

ay. 
9. Sadlery shall reciprocally pay 
an import duty of 15 per cent. ad 
valorem. 

10. Gauzes of all sorts shall reci- 
procally pay 10 per cent. ad valorem. 


11. Millinery made up of muslin, 
lawn, cambrick or gauzes of every 
kind, or of any other article ad- 
mitted under the present Tariff, 
shall pay reciprocally a duty of 
12 per cent. ad valorem: and if any 
articles shall be used therein, which 
are not specified in the Tariff, they 
shall pay no higher duties than 
those paid for the same articles by 
the most favoured nations. 


12. Porcelaine, earthen-ware and 
pottery shall pay reciprocally 12 
per cent. ad valorem. 

13. Plate-glass and glass-ware in 
general, shall be admitted, on each 
side, paying a duty of 12 per cent. 
ad valorem. 

His Britannic Majesty reserves 
the right of countervailing, by 
additional duties on the under- 
mentioned merchandizes, the inter- 
nal duties actually imposed upon 
the manufactures, or the import 
duties which are charged on the 
raw materials; namely, on all linens 
or cottons, stained or printed, on 
beer, glass-ware, plate-glass, and 
iron. 

And His Most Christian Majesty 
also reserves the right of doing the 
same with regard to the following

ARTICLE VII. 


The duties above specified are 
not to be altered but by mutual 
consent; and the merchandizes not 
above specified shall pay, in the 
dominions of the two Sovereigns, 
the import and export duties pay- 
able in each of the said dominions 
by the most favoured European 
nations, at the time the present 
Treaty bears date; and the ships 
belonging to the subjects of the 
said dominions shall also respec- 
tively enjoy therein all the privi- 
leges and advantages which are 
granted tothose of the most favoured 
European nations. 

And it being the intention of the 
two High Contracting Parties, that 
their respective subjects should be 
in the dominions of each _ other, 
upon a footing as advantageous as 
those of other European nations, 
they agree that, in case they shall 
hereafter grant any additional ad- 
vantages in navigation or trade to 
any other European nation, they 
will reciprocally allow their said 
subjects to participate therein, 
without prejudice, however, to the 
advantages which they reserve, VIZ, 
France, in favour of Spain, in con- 
sequence of Article XXIV of the 
Family Compact, signed the 10th of 
May, 1761, and England accord- 
ing to what she has practised m 
conformity to and in consequence 
of the Convention of 1'703, between 
England and Portugal. 

And to the end that every person 
may know with certainty the state 
of the aforesaid imposts, customs, 
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d’entrée et de sortie, quels qu’ils 
soient, on est convenu qu’il y aura, 
dans les lieux publics, tant a

Et si 
quelque officier, ou quelqu’un en 
son nom, sous quelque prétexte que 
ce soit, exige ou recoit publique- 
ment, ou en particulier, directement 
ou indirectement, d’un marchand, 
ou d’un autre, aucune somme d’ar- 
gent, ou quelqu’autre chose que 
ce soit, a raison de droit da, 
@impédt, de visites, ou de com- 
pensation, méme sous le nom de 
don fait volontairement, ou sous 
quelque autre prétexte que ce soit, 
au-dela ou autrement qu’il n'est 
marqué ci-dessus; en ce Cas, Si 
le dit officier, ou son substitut, 
étant. accusé devant le juge com- 
pétent du lieu ot la faute a été 
commise, s’en trouve convaincu, 
il donnera une satisfaction entiére 
a la partie Iézée, et il sera méme 
puni de la peine die et prescrite 
par les loix. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


A Pavenir aucune des marchan- 
dises exportées respectivement des 
pays de lobéissance de leurs Ma- 
jestés ne seront assujetties a la 
visite ou a la confiscation, sous 
quelque prétexte que ce soit de 
fraude, ou de défectuosité dans la 
fabrique ou travail, ou pour quelque 
défaut que ce soit. On laissera une 
entiére liberté au vendeur et 4a 
Vacheteur, de stipuler, et d’en faire 
le prix, ainsi qu’ils le trouveront a 
propos, nonobstant toutes loix, sta- 
tuts, édits, arréts, priviléges, con- 
cessions Ou usages. 


ARTICLE [X. 


Comme il y a plusieurs genres de 
marchandises de celles qui seront 


apportées ou importées en France, 
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import and export duties, whatever 
they may be, it is agreed that 
tariffs, indicating the imposts, cus- 
toms and established duties, shall 
be affixed in public places, as well 
in Rouen and the other trading 
cities of France, as in London and 
the other trading cities under the 
dominion of the King of Great Bri- 
tain, that recourse may be had to 
them whenever any difference shall 
arise concerning such imposts, cus- 
toms and duties, which shall not be 
levied otherwise than in conformity 
to what is clearly expressed in the 
said tariffs, and according to their 
natural construction. And if any 
officer, or other person in his name, 
shall, under any pretence, publicly 
or privately, directly or indirectly, 
demand or take of a merchant, or 
of any other person, any sum of 
money, or anything else, on account 
of duties, imposts, search, or com- 
pensation, although it be under the 
name of a free gift, or under any 
other pretence, more or otherwise 
than what is above described; in 
such case, the said officer, or his 
deputy, if he be accused and con- 
victed of the same before a compe- 
tent judge, in the place where the 
crime was committed, shall give full 
satisfaction to the injured party, 
and shall likewise suffer the penalty 
prescribed by the laws. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


No merchandize exported from. 
the countries respectively under the 
dominion of their Majesties, shall 
hereafter be subject to be inspected 
or confiscated, under any pretence 
of fraud or defect in making or 
working them, or of any other im- 
perfection whatsoever; but absolute 
freedom shall be allowed to the 
buyer and seller to bargain and fix 
the price for the same, as they shall 
see good, any law, statute, edict, 
proclamation, privilege, grant or 
custom to the contrary notwith- 


standing. 


ARTICLE [X. 


Whereas several kinds of mer- 
chandizes, which are usually con- 
tained in casks, chests, or other

paid by weight, will be exported 
from and imported into France by 
British subjects; it is agreed that, 
in such case, the aforesaid duties 
shall be demanded only according 
to the real weight of the merchan- 
dizes ; and the weight of the casks, 
chests, and and other cases what- 
ever, shall be deducted, in the same 
manner as has been and is now 
practised in England. 


ARTICLE X. 


It is further agreed, that if any 
mistake or error shall be committed 
by any master of a ship, his inter- 
preter or factor, or by others em- 
ployed by him, in making the entry 
or declaration of her cargo, neither 
the ship nor the cargo, for such 
defect, shall be subject to confisca- 
tion; but it shall be lawful for the 
proprietors to take back again such 
goods as were omitted in the entry 
or declaration of the master of the 
ship, paying only the accustomed 
duties according to the pancart; pro- 
vided always that there be no mani- 
fest appearance of fraud. Neither 
shall the merchants or the masters 
of ships, or the merchandize, be 
subject to any penalties by reason 
of such omission, in case the goods 
omitted in the declaration shall not 
have been landed before the declara- 
tion has been made. 


ARTICLE XI. 


In case either of the two High 
Contracting Parties shall think pro- 
per to establish prohibitions, or to 
augment the import duties upon 
any goods or merchandize of the 
growth or. manufacture of the other, 
which are not specified in the Tariff, 
such prohibitions or augmentations 
shall be general, and shall compre- 
hend the like goods and merchan- 
dizes of the other most favoured 
European nations, as well as those 


of either State; and in case either of 


the two Contracting Parties shall 
revoke the prohibitions, or diminish 
the duties, in favour of any other 
European nation, upon any goods 
or merchandize of its growth or 
manufacture, whether on importa-

ARTICLE XII. 


And forasmuch as a certain usage, 
not authorized by any law, has for- 
merly obtained in divers parts of 
Great Britain and France, by which 
French subjects have paid in Eng- 
land a kind of capitation tax, called 
in the language of that country 
head-money, and English subjects a 
like duty in France, called ‘‘ argent 
du chef;”’ it is agreed that the said 
impost shall not be demanded for 
the future on either side, neither 
under the ancient name nor under 
any other name whatsoever. 


ARTICLE XIII. 


If either of the High Contracting 
Parties has granted or shall grant 
any bounties for encouraging the 
exportation of any articles being of 
the growth, produce, or manufac- 
ture of his dominions, the other 
party shall be allowed to add to the 
duties already imposed, by virtue of 
the present Treaty, on the said 
goods and merchandizes imported 
into his dominions, such an import 
duty as shall be equivalent to the 
said bounty; but this stipulation is 
not to extend to the cases of resti- 
tutions of duties and imposts (called 
drawbacks) which are allowed upon 
exportation. 


ARTICLE XIV. 


The advantages granted by the 
present Treaty to the subjects of 
His Britannic Majesty shall take 
effect, as far as relates to the King- 
dom of Great Britain, as soon as 
laws shall be passed there, for se- 


curing to the subjects of His Most | 


Christian Majesty the reciprocal en- 
joyment of the advantages which 
are granted to them by the present 


Treaty.

eranted. to them by this Treaty; 
and in like manner the advan- 
tages granted by the Tariff shall take 
effect, in what relates to the said 
kingdom, as soon as laws shall be 
passed there for giving effect to the 
said Tariff. 


ARTICLE XV. 


It is agreed, that ships belonging 
to His Britannic Majesty’s subjects, 
arriving in the dominions of His 
Most Christian Majesty, from the 
parts of Great Britain or Ireland, 
or from any other foreign port, shall 
not pay freight duty, or any other 
like duty. In the same manner 
French ships shall be exempted in 
the dominions of His Britannic Ma- 
jesty, from the duty of five shillings, 
and from every other similar duty 
or charge. 


ARTICLE XVI. 


It shall not be lawful for any 
foreign privateers, not being sub- 
jects of either Crown, who have 
commissions from any other Prince 
or State in enmity with either na- 
tion, to arm their ships in the ports 
of either of the said two kingdoms, 
to sell what they have taken, or in 
any other manner whatever to ex- 
change the same; neither shall they 
be allowed even to purchase victuals, 
except such as shall be necessary for 
their going to the nearest port of 
that Prince from whom they have 
obtained commissions. 


ARTICLE XVII. 


When any dispute shall arise be- 
tween the commander of a ship an 
his seamen, in the ports of either 
kingdom, concerning wages due to 
the said seamen, or other civil causes 
whatever, the magistrate of the place 
shall require no more from the person 
accused than that he give to the ac-

It shall moreover be law- 
ful for the merchants in the places 
of their abode, or elsewhere, to keep 
books of their accounts and affairs, 
as they shall think fit, and to have 
an intercourse of letters, in such 
language or idiom as they shall 
choose, without any molestation or 
search whatsoever. But if it should 
happen to be necessary for them to 
produce their books of accounts for 
deciding any dispute or controversy, 
in such case, they shall be obliged 
to bring into court the entire books 
or writings, but so as the juge may 
not have liberty to take cognizance 
of any other articles in the said 
books, than such as shall relate to 
the affair in question, or such as 
shall be necessary to give credit to 
the said books; neither shall it be 
lawful, under any pretence, to take 
the said books or writings forcibly 
out of the hands of the owners, or to 
retain them, the case of bankruptcy 
only excepted. Nor shall the sub- 
jects of the King of Great Britain 
be obliged to write their accounts, 
letters, or other instruments relat- 
ing to trade, on stamped paper, ex- 
cept their day-book, which, that it 
may be produced as evidence in any 
law-suit, ought, according to the 
laws which all persons trading in 
France are to observe, to be ine 
dorsed and attested gratis by the 
judge, under his own hand. 


ARTICLE XVIII. 


It is further agreed andconcluded, 


that all merchants, commanders of 


ships, and others the subjects of the 
King of Great Britain, in all the 
dominions of His Most Christian 
Majesty in Europe, shall have full 
liberty to manage their own affairs 
themselves, or to commit them to 
the management of whomsoever they 
please ; nor shall they be obliged to 
employ any interpreter or broker, 
nor to pay them any salary, unless

but it shall be entirely free for 
them to load or unload their ships 
by themselves, or to make use of 
such persons in loading or unloadin 

the same, as they shall think fit, 
without the payment of any reward 
to any other whomsoever ; neither 
shall they be forced to unload 
into other ships, or to receive into 
thier own any merchandize what- 
ever, or to wait for their lading 
any longer than they please. 
And all the subjects of the Most 
Christian King shall reciprocally 
have and enjoy the same privileges 
and liberties, in all the lt 
of His Britannic Majesty in Eu- 
rope. 


ARTICLE XIX. 


The ships of either Party being 
laden, sailing along the coasts of 
the other, and being forced by storm 
into the havens or ports, or making 
land there in any other manner 
whatever, shall not be obliged to 
unlade their goods, or any part 
thereof, or to pay any duty, unless 
they, of their own accord, unlade 
their goods there, and sell some 
part thereof. But it shall be lawful, 
permission having been first obtained 
from those who have the direction 
of maritime affairs, to unlade and 
sell a small part of their cargo, 
merely for the end of purchasing 
necessaries, either for victualling or 
refitting the ship; and in that case 
the whole lading shall not be subject 
to pay the duties, but that small 
part only which shall have been 
taken out and sold. 


ARTICLE XX. 


It shall be lawful for all the sub- 
jects of the King of Great Britain, 
and of the Most Christian King, 
to sail with their ships, with per- 
fect security and liberty, no dis-

ARTICLE XXI. 


Cette liberté de navigation et de 
commerce s’étendra a toute sorte de 
marchandises, a la réserve seule- 
ment de celles qui seront exprimées 
dans |’Article suivant, et désignées 
sous le nom de marchandises de 


contrebande. 


ARTICLE XXII. 


On comprendra sous ce nom de 
marchandises de contrebande, ou 
défendues, les armes, canons, arque- 


tinction being made who are the 
proprietors of the merchandizes 
laden thereon, from any port what- 
ever, to the countries which are 
now or shall be hereafter at war 
with the King of Great Britain, 
or the Most Christian King. 
It shall likewise be lawful for the 
aforesaid subjects to sail and traf- 
fic with their ships and merchan- 
dizes, with the same liberty and 
security, from the countries, ports 
and places of those who are ene- 
mies of both, or of either Party, 
without any opposition or distur- 
bance whatsoever, and to pass 
directly not only from the places of 
the enemy aforementioned to neutral 
places, but also from one place be- 
longing to an enemy to another 
place belonging to an enemy, whe- 
ther they be under the jurisdiction 
of the same or of several Princes, 
Andas it has been stipulated con- 
cerning ships and goods, that every 
thing shall be decmed to be free, 
which shall be found on board the 
ships belonging to the subjects of 
the respective kingdoms, although 
the whole lading, or part thereof, 
should belong to the enemies of 
their Majesties, contraband goods 
being always excepted, on the stop- 
ping of which such proceedings 
shall be had as are conformable to 
the spirit of the following Articles ; 
it is likewise agreed that the same 
liberty be extended to persons who 
are on board a free ship, to the end 
that, although they be enemies to 
both or to either Party, they may 
not be taken out of such free ship, 
unless they are soldiers actually in 
the service of the enemies, and on 
their voyage for the purpose of 
being employed in a military capa- 
city in their flects or armies. 


ARTICLE XXI. 


This liberty of navigation and 
commerce shall extend to all kinds 
of merchandizes excepting those 
only which are specified in the fol- 
lowing Article, and which are de- 
scribed under the name of contra- 


band. 


ARTICLE XXII. 


Under this name of contraband, 
or prohibited goods, shall be com- 
prehended arms, cannon, harque- 
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buses, mortiers, pétards, bombes, 
grenades, saucisses, cercles-poissés, 
affaits, fourchettes, bandoulliéres, 
— a canon, méches, salpétre, 
alles, piques, épées, morions, cas- 
ques, cuirasses, hallebardes, jave- 
lines, fourreaux de pistolet, baudriers, 
chevaux avec Jeurs harnois, et tous 
autres semblables genres d’armes et 
d’instrumens de guerre servant a 
Pusage des troupes. 


ARTICLE XXIII. 


On ne mettra point au nombre 
des marchandises défendues celles 
qu suivent; savoir, toutes sortes 

e draps, et tous autres ouvrages 
de manufacture de laine, de lin, de 
sole, de coton, et de toute autre 
matiére, tous genres d’habillemens,

ARTICLE XXIII. 


These merchandizes which follow 
shall not be reckoned among con- 
traband goods; that is to say, all 
sorts of cloth, and all other manu- 
factures of wool, flax, silk, cotton, 
or any other materials, all kinds of 
wearing apparel, together with the 
articles of which they are usually 
made, gold, silver, coined or un- 
coined, tin, iron, lead, copper, brass, 
coals, as also wheat and barley, and 
any other kind of corn and pulse, 
tobacco, and all kinds of spices, 
salted and smoked flesh, salted fish, 
cheese and butter, beer, oil, wines, 
sugar, all sorts of salt, and of pro- 
visions which serve for sustenance 
and food to mankind, also all kinds 
of cotton, cordage, cables, sails, 
sailcloth, hemp, tallow, pitch, tar, 
and rosin, anchors and any parts 
of anchors, ship-masts, planks, tim- 
ber of all kinds of trees, and all 
othes things proper either for build- 
ing or repairing ships. Nor shall 
any other goods whatever, which 
have not been worked into the form 
of any instrument, or furniture for 
warlike use, by land or by sea, be 
reputed contraband, much less such 
as have been already wrought and 
made up for any other purpose. All 
which things shall be deemed goods 
not contraband, as_ likewise all 
others which are not comprehended 
and particularly described in the 
preceding Article; so that they may 
be freely carried by the subjects of 
both kingdoms, even to places be- 
longing to an enemy, excepting only 
such places as are besieged, blocked 
up or invested. 
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ARTICLE XXIV. 


Mais pour éviter et prévenir la

To the end that all manner of 
dissensions and quarrels may be 
avoided and prevented on both sides, 
it is agreed, that in case either of 
their Majesties should be engaged 
in war, the ships and vesscls_be- 
longing to the subjects of the other 
shall be furnished with sea-letters 
or passports, expressing the name, 
property, and bulk of the ship, as 
also the name and place of abode of 
the master or commander of the 
said ship, that it may appear there- 
by that the ship really and truly 
belongs to the subjects of one of the 
Princes ; which passports shall be 
made out and granted according to 
the form annexed to the present 
Treaty: they shall likewise be re- 
ran | every year if the ship hap. 
pens to return home within the 
space of a year. It is alsu agreed, 
that such ships when laden are to 
be provided not only with passports 
as above mentioned, but also with 
certificates containing the several 
particulars of the cargo, the place 
from whence the ship sailed, and 
whither she is bound, so that it may 
be known whether she carries any 
of the prohibited or contraband 
goods specified in Article XXII of 
this Treaty; which certificates shall 
be prepared by the officers of the 
lace from whence the ship set sail, 
in the accustomed form. And if any 
one shall think fit to express in the 
said certificates the person to whom 
the goods belong, he may freely do 
SO. 


ARTICLE XXV. 


The ships belonging to the sub- 
jects and inhabitants of the respec- 
tive kingdoms coming to any of the 
coasts of either of them, but without 
being willing to enter into port, or, 
being entered, yet not willing to 
land their cargoes or break bulk, 
shall not be obliged to give an ac- 
count of their lading, unless they 
are suspected, upon sure evidence, 
of carrying prohibited goods, called 
contraband, to the enemies of either 
of the two High Contracting Parties. 
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ARTICLE XXVI.

ARTICLE XXVI. 


In case the ships belonging to the 
said subjects and inhabitants of the 
respective dominions of their Most 
Serene Majesties, either on the coast 
or on the high seas, shall meet with 
any men-of-war belonging to their 
Most Serene Majesties, or with pri- 
vateers, the said men-of-war and pri- 
vateers, for preventing any inconve- 
niences, are to remain out of cannon 
shot, and to send their boats to the 
merchant-ship which may be met 
with, and shall enter her to the 
number of two or three men only, to 
whom the master or commander of 
such ship or vessel shall show his 
passport, containing the proof of the 
property of the ship, made out ac- 
cording to the form annexed to this 
present Treaty ; and the ship which 
shal] have exhibited the same shall 
have liberty to continue her voyage. 
and it shall be wholly unlawful any 
way to molest or search her, or to 
chase or compel her to alter her 
course. 


ARTICLE XXVII. 


The merchant-ships belonging to 
the subjects of either of the two 
High Contracting Parties, which 
intend to go to a port at enmity with 
the other Sovereign, concerning 
whose voyage and the sort of goods 
on board there may be just cause of 
suspicion, shall be obliged to exhibit, 
as well on the high seas as in the 
ports and havens, not only her pass- 
ports, but also her certificates, ex- 
pressing that the goods are not of 
the kind which are contraband, as 
specified in Article XXII of this 
Treaty. 


ARTICLE XXVIII. 


If, on exhibiting the above-men- 
tioned certificates, containing a list 
of the cargo, the other Party should 
discover any goods of that kind 
which are declared contraband or 
prohibited by Article XXII of this 
this Treaty, and which are designed

due and lawful process shall have 
been had against such prohibited 
goods, and the Judges of the Ad- 
miralty respectively shall, by sen- 
tence pronounced, have confiscated 
the same, saving always as well the 
ship itself, as the other goods found 
therein, which by this Treaty are to 
be accounted free; neither may they 
be detained on pretence of their 
being mixed with prohibited goods, 
much less shall they be confiscated 
as lawful prize; and if when only 
part of the cargo shall consist of 
contraband goods, the master of the 
ship shall agree, consent and offer 
to deliver them to the captor who 
as discovered them, in such case, 
the captor having received those 
goods, as lawful prize, shall forth- 
with release the ship, and not hinder 
her, by any means, from prosecuting 
her voyage to the place of her desti- 
nation. 


ARTICLE XXIX. 


On the contrary it is agreed, that 
whatever shall be found to be laden 
by the subjects and inhabitants of 
either Party, on any ship belonging 
to the enemies of the other, although 
it be not contraband goods, shall 
be confiscated in the same manner 
as if it belonged to the enemy him- 
self; except those goods and mer- 
chandizes which were put on board 
such ship before the declaration of 
war, or the general order for repri- 
sals, or even after such declaration, 
if it were done within the times

of the same, within the time and 
limits above mentioned, shall no 
ways be liable to confiscation, but 
shall well and truly be_ restored, 
without delay, to the proprietors 
demanding the same: provided 
nevertheless, that if the said mer- 
chandizes be cuntraband, it shall 
not be any ways lawful to carry 
them afterwards to the ports be- 
longing to the enemy. 


ARTICLE XXX. 


And that more abundant care 
may be taken for the security of 
the respective subjects of their Most 
Serene Majesties, to prevent their 
suffering any injury by the men-of- 
war or privateers of either Party, 
all the commanders of the ships of 
the King of Great Britain, and of 
the Most Christian King, and all 
their subjects, shall be forbid doing 
any damage to those of the other 
Party, or committing any outrage 
against them; and if they act to the 
contrary they shal] be punished, and 
shall moreover be bound, in their 
persons and estates, to make satis- 
faction and reparation for all da- 


mages, and the interest thereof, of 


what nature soever. 


ARTICLE XXXII. 


For this cause, all commanders of 
privateers, before they receive their

tisfuction for all damages and inju- 
ries whatsoever, which they, or their 
officers, or others in their service, 
may commit during their cruize, 
contrary to the tenor of this present 
Treaty, or the edicts made in con- 
sequence thereof by their Most 
Serene Majesties, under penalty like- 
wise of having their patents and 
special commissions revoked and 
annulled. 


ARTICLE XXXII. 


Their said Majestics being willing 
mutually to treat in their dominions 
the subjects of each other as favour- 
ably as if they were their own sub- 
jects, will give such orders as shall 
be necessary and effectual, that the 
judgments and dccrees concerning 
prizes in the Court of Admiralty be 
given conformably to the rules of 
justice and equity, and to the stipu-— 
lations of this Treaty, by judges 
who are above all suspicion, and 
who have no manner of interest in 
the cause in dispute. 


ARTICLE XXXIII. 


And when the quality of the ship, 
goods, and master, shall sufficiently 
appear from such passports and 


certificates, it shall not be Jawful 


for the Commanders of men-of-war 
to exact any further proof under any 
pretext whatsoever. But if any 
merchant-ship shall not be provided 
with such passports or certificates, 
then it may be examined by a pro- 
per judge, but in such manner as. if 
it shall be found, from other proofs 
and documents, that it truly belongs 
to the subjects of one of the Sove- 
reigns, and does not contain any 
contraband goods designed to be 
carried to the enemy of the other, it 
shall not be liable to confiscation, 
but shall be released, together with

It is further provided and agreed, 
that the ships of cither of the two 
nations, retaken by the privateers of 
the other, shall be restored to the 
former owner, if they have not been 
in the power of the enemy for the 
space of four-and-twenty hours, 
subject to the payment by the said 
owner, of one third of the value of 
the ship retaken, and of its cargo, 
guns, and apparel; which third part 
shall be amicably adjusted by the 
parties concerned; but if not, and 
in case they should disagree, they 
shall make application to the officers 
of the Admiralty of the place where 
the privateer which retook the cap- 
tured vessel shall have carried her. 

If the ship retaken has been in 
the power of the enemy above four- 
and-twenty hours, she shall hein | 
— to the privateer which retoo 

er. 

In case of a ship being retaken by 
any man-of-war belonging to His 
Britannic Majesty or to His Most 
Christian Majesty, it shall be re- 
stored to the former owner, on pay- 
ment of the thirtieth part of the 
value of such ship, and of its cargo, 
guns, and apparel, if it was retaken 
within the four-and-twenty hours, 
and the tenth part if it was retaken 
after the four-and-twenty hours , 
which sums shall be distributed, as 
a reward, amongst the crews of the 
ships which shall have retaken such 
prize. The valuation of the thirtieth 
and tenth parts above mention 
shall be settled conformably to the 
regulations in the beginning of this 
Article. 


ARTICLE XXXYV. 


Whensoever the Ambassadors of 
either of their said Majesties, oF 
other their Ministers having a public

of the other Prince, shall complain 
of the injustice of the sentences which 
have been given, their Majesties shall 
respectively cause the same to be 
revised and re-examined in their 
Councils, unless their Councilsshould 
already have decided thereupon, that 
it may appear with certainty whe- 
ther the directions and provisions 
erimidanige in this Treaty have been 
ollowed and observed. Their Ma- 
jesties shall likewise take care that 
this matter be effectually provided 
for, and that justice be done to every 
complainant within the space of 
three months. However, before or 
after judgment given, and pending 
the revision thereof, it shall not be 
lawful to sell the goods in dispute, 
or to unlade them, unless with the 
consent of the persons concerned, 
for preventing any kind of loss; and 
laws shall be enacted on both sides 
for the execution of the present 
Article. 


ARTICLE XXXVI. 


If any differences shall arise re- 
specting the legality of prizes, so 
that a judicial decision shall become 
necessary, the judge shall direct the 
effects to be unladen, an inventory 
and appraisement to be made thereof, 
and security to be required respec- 
tively from the captor for paying 
the costs, in case the ship should 
not be declared lawful prize; and 
from the claimant for paying the 
value of the prize, in case it should 
be declared lawful; which securities 
being given by both parties, the 
prize shall be delivered up to the 
claimant. Butif the claimant shouid 
refuse to give sufficient security, the 
judge shall direct the prize to be de- 
livered to the captor, after having 
received from him good and sufh- 
cient security for paying the full 
value of the said prize, in case it 
should be adjudged illegal. Nor 
shall the execution of the sentence 
of the judge be suspended by reason 
of any appeal, when the party 
against whom such appeal shall be 
brought, whether claimant or cap- 
tor, shall have given sufficient secu- 
rity for restoring the ship or effects, 
or the value of such ship or effects, 
to the appellant, in case judgment 
should be given in his favour. 
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ARTICLE XXXVII.

ARTICLE XXXVII. 


In case any ships of war or mer- 


chantmen, forced by storms or other - 


accidents, be driven on rocks or 
shelves on the coasts of either of 
the High Contracting Parties, and 
should there be dashed to pieces and 
shipwrecked ; all such parts of the 
said ships, or of the furniture or 
apparel thereof, as also of the goods 
and merchandizes as shall be saved, 
or the produce thereof, shall be 
faithfully restored, upon the same 
being claimed by the proprietors, or 
their factors, duly authorized, pay- 
ing only the expenses incurred in 
the preservation thereof, according 
to the rate of salvage settled on both 
sides ; saving at the same time the 
rights and customs of each nation, 
the abolition or modification of 
which shall however be treated 
upon, in the cases where they shall 
be contrary to the stipulations of 
the present Article; and their Ma- 
jesties will mutually interpose their 
authority, that such of their sub- 
jects, as shall be so inhuman as to 
take advantage of any such misfor- 
tune, may be severely punished. 


ARTICLE XXXVIII. 


It shall be free for the subjects of 
each party to employ such advo- 
cates, attornies, notaries, solicitors, 
and factors as they shall think ft; 
to which end the said advocates and 
others above mentioned, shall be 
appointed by the ordinary judges, 
if it be needful and the judges be 
thereunto required. 


ARTICLE XXXIX. 


And for the greater security and 
liberty of commerce and navigation, 
it is further agreed, that both the 
King of Great Britain, and the 
Most Christian King, shall not only 
refuse to receive any pirates or sea- 
rovers whatsoever into any of their 
havens, ports, cities or towns, OF 
permit any of their subjects, citizens 
or inhabitants, on either part to re- 
ceive or protect them in their ports, 
to harbour them in their houses, oF 
to assist them in any manner what- 
soever; but further they shall cause 
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conque; mais encore ils feront 
arréter et punir toutes ces sortes de 
pirates et de forbans, et tous ceux 
qui les auront recus, cachés ou 
aidés, des peines qu’ils auront mé- 
ritées, pour inspirer de la crainte, 
et servir d’exemple aux autres.

all persons who shall receive, con- 
ceal or assist them, to be brought to 
condign punishment, for a terror 
and example to others. And all 
their ships, with the goods or mer- 
chandizes taken by them, and 
brought into the ports of either 
Siaurlous shall be seized as far as 
they can be discovered, and shall be 
restored to the owners, or their fac- 
tors duly authorized or deputed by 
them in writing, proper evidence 
being first given in the Court of 
Admiralty, for proving the property, 
even in case such effects should have 
passed into other hands by sale, if 
it be proved that the buyers knew, 
or might have known, that they had 
been piratically taken. And gene- 
rally all ships and merchandizes, of 
what nature soever, which may be 
taken on the high seas, shall be 
brought into some port of either 
kingdom, and delivered into the 
custody of the officers of that port, 
that they may be restored entire to 
the true proprietor, as soon as due 
and sufficient proof shall have been 
made concerning the property there- 
of. 


ARTICLE XL. 


It shall be lawful, as well for the 
ships of war of their Majestics as 
for privateers belonging to their sub- 
jects, to carry whithersoever they 
please the ships and goods taken 
from their enemies, without being 
obliged to pay any fee to the officers 
of the Admiralty, or to any judges 
whatever; nor shall the said prizes, 
when they arrive at and enter the 
ports of their said Majestics, be de- 
tained or seized; neither shall the 
searchers, or other officers of those 
places, visit or take cognizance 
of the validity of such prizes; but 
they shall be at liberty to hoist 
sail at any time, to depart, and to 
carry their prizes to the place men- 
tioned in the commissions or patents 
which the commanders of such 
ships of war shall be obliged to 
show: on the contrary no shelter or 
refuge shall be given in their ports 
to such as have made a prize. upon 
the subjects of either of their Ma- 
jesties; but if forced by stress of 
weather, or the dangers of the sea,

ARTICLE XLI. 


Neither of theirsaid Majestiesshall 
permit the ships or goods belonging 
to the subjects of the other to be 
taken within cannon-shot of thecoast, 
or in the ports or rivers of their 
dominions, by ships of war, or others 
having commission from any Prince, 
republic, or city whatsoever: But in 
case it should so happen, both par- 
ties shall employ their united force 
to obtain reparation of the damage 
thereby occasioned. 


ARTICLE XLII. 
But if it shall appear that the 


captor made use of any kind of 


torture upon the master of the ship, 
the crew, or others who shall be 
on board any ship belonging to the 
subjects of the other party, in such 
case not only the ship itself, together 
with the persons, merchandizes and 
goods whatsoever, shall be forthwith 
released without any delay, and set 
entirely free, but also such as shall 
be convicted of so enormous a 
crime, together with their accom- 
plices, shall suffer the most severe 
punishment suitable to their offen- 
ces: this the King of Great Britain 
and the Most Christian King mu- 
tually engage shall be observed, 
without any respect of persons 
whatsoever. 


ARTICLE XLIIL 


Their Majesties shall respectively 
be at liberty, for the advantage of 
their subjects trading to the king- 
doms and dominions of either of 
them, to. appoint therein national 
Consuls, who shall enjoy. the right, 
immunity, and. liberty, belonging to

ARTICLE XLIV. 


It is also agreed, that in whatever 
relates to the lading and unlading of 


ships, the safety of merchandizes,, 
goods and effects, the succession to. 
personal estates, as well as the pro-. 


tection of individuals and their per- 
sonal liberty, as also the administra- 
tion of justice, the subjects of the 


two High Contracting Parties shall 


enjoy in their respective dominions 
the same privileges, liberties, and 
rights, as the most favoured nation. 


ARTICLE XLV. 


If hereafter it shall happen, 


through inadvertency or otherwise, 
that any infractions or contraven- 
tions of the present Treaty should 
be committed on either side, the 
friendship and good understanding 
shall not immediately thereupon be 
interrupted, but this Treaty shall 
subsist in all its force, and proper 
remedies shall be procured for re- 
moving the inconveniences, as like- 
wise for the reparation of the con- 
traventions; and if the subjects of 
either kingdom shall be found 
guilty thereof, they only shall be 
punished and severely chastised. 


ARTICLE XLVI. 


His Britannic Majesty and [lis. 
Most Christian Majesty have re« 


served the right of revising and 
re-examining the several stipulae 
tions of this Treaty after the term 
of twelve years, to be computed 
from the day of passing laws for its 
execution in Great Britain and Ire- 


land respectively, to propose and. 


make such alterations as the times 
and. circumstances may have ren- 
dered proper or necessary for the

Their Majesties having also stipu- 
lated in Article VJ, “ That for the

It is further 
agreed, that until the said precau- 
tion can be put in execution, the 
said calicoes mutually exported shall 
be accompanied by a certificate of 
the officers of the customs, or of 
such other officer as shall be ap- 
pointed for that purpose, declaring 
that they are fabricated in the 
country from whence they were ex- 
ported, and also that they are fur- 
nished with the marks already pre- 
scribed in the respective countries, 
to distinguish such calicoes from 
those which come from other coun- 
tries.

WITH reference to the verbal communications which I have had 
with your Excellency upon the affairs of Tahiti, I have the honour to 
state to your Excellency that I have received from almost every part of 
Great Britain the most numerous and earnest representations, requesting 
Her Majesty’s Government to obtain from that of France permission that 
such of the people of Tahiti as may wish to withdraw from the island and 
to remove and settle elsewhere, may do so without molestation; carrying 
with them of course any moveable property which they may possess, or 
being allowed to dispose of that or any other property which they may 
have in the island, if they wish to do so. 

Her Majesty’s Government cannot imagine that the Government of 
France can have any objection to consent to this request, a compliance 
with which will afford very great satisfaction to a large portion of the 
British nation, while at the same time it would probably put an end to 
local differences and contests which must be more or less embarrassing to 
the Government of France. 

It will afford Her Majesty’s Government great pleasure if your Excel- 
lency can enable me to state to the memorialists that the above-mentioned

The Undersigned therefore congratulates himself on having to com- 
municate to his Excellency Lord Palmerston a decision which will be 
satisfactory to him, and in which his Excellency will see a new proof of the 
moderation and of the spirit of conciliation which the Government of the 
King will always manifest in its relations with the natives of Tahiti.

HER Majesty the Queen of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, and His Majesty the 
King of the French, being desirous 
of removing a cause of discussion 
between their respective Govern- 
ments, relative to the islands in the 
Pacific Ocean which are hereinafter 
designated, have thought proper 
reciprocally to engage: 

1, Formally to acknowledge the 
independence of the Islands of Hua- 
hine, Raiatea, and Borabora (to the 
leeward of Tahiti), and of the small 
islands adjacent to and dependent 
upon those islands. 

2. Never to take possession of 
the said islands, nor of any one or 
more of them, either absolutely, or 
under the title of a Protectorate, or 
in any other form whatever. 

3. Never to acknowledge that a 
Chief or Prince reigning in Tahiti 
can at the same time reign in any 
one or more of the other islands 
above mentioned ; nor, on the other 
hand, that a Chief or Prince reign- 


ing in any one or more of those 


other islands can reign at the same 
time in Tahiti; the reciprocal inde- 
pendence of the islands above men- 
tioned, and of the Island of Tahiti 
and its dependencies, being esta- 
blished as a principle. 

The Undersigned, Her Britannic

Signed at Honolulu, in English and in the language of the Sandwich Islands, 
March 26, 1846. 


IT being desirable that a general Convention should be substituted for the 
various Instruments of mutual Agreement at present existmg between Great 
Britain and the Sandwich Islands, the following Articles have, for that purpose 
and to that intent, been mutually agreed upon and signed between the Govern- 
ments of Great Britain and the Sandwich Islands; and it has been determined 
that any other Treaty or Conventional Agreement now existing between the 
respective parties shall be henceforward abrogated, and considered null and of 
no effect. 


ARTICLE I. 


There shall be perpetual peace and amity between Her Majesty the Queen 
of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and the King of the 
Sandwich Islands, their Heirs and Successors. 


ARTICLE II. 


The subjects of Her Britannic Majesty residing within the dominions of the 
King of the Sandwich Islands, shall enjoy the same protection, in regard to their 
civil rights as well as to their persons and properties, as native subjects; and 
the King of the Sandwich Islands engages to grant to British subjects the same 
rights and privileges which now are, or hereafter may be, granted to or enjoyed 
by any other foreigners, subjects of the most favoured nation. 


ARTICLE III. 


No British subject accused of any crime whatever shall be judged otherwise 
than by a jury composed of native or foreign residents, proposed by the British 
Consul, and accepted by the Government of the Sandwich Islands. 


ARTICLE IV. 


The protection of the King of the Sandwich Islands shall be extended to 
all British vessels, their officers and crews. In case of shipwreck, the chiefs and 
inhabitants of the different parts of the Sandwich Islands shall succour them, 
and secure them from plunder. The salvage dues shall be regulated, in case 
of dispute, by arbitrators chosen by both parties. 


ARTICLE V. 


The desertion of seamen embarked on board of British vessels shall be 
severely repressed by the local authorities, who shall employ all the means 
at their disposal to arrest deserters ; and all reasonable expenses of capture shall 
be defrayed by the captains or owners of the said vessels. 
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ARTICLE VI. 


British merchandise or goods recognized as coming from the British 
dominions, shall not be prohibited ; nor shall they be subject to an import duty 
higher than five per cent. ad valorem. Wines, brandies, and other spirituous 
liquors, are, however, excepted from this stipulation, and shall be liable to such 
reasonable duty as the Hawaiian Government may think fit to lay upon them; 
provided always that the amount of duty shall not be so high as absolutely to 
prohibit the importation of the said articles. 


ARTICLE VII. 
No tonnage, import, or other duties shall be levied on British vessels, or 


goods imported in British vessels, beyond what are levied on vessels or goods 
of the most favoured nation. 


ARTICLE VIIT. 


The subjects of the King of the Sandwich Islands shall, in their commer- 
cial or other relations with Great Britain, be treated on the footing of the most 
favoured nation.

Viscount Palmerston to the Earl of Westmorland. 


My Lord, Foreign Office, May 11, 1847. 

ALTHOUGH the formal announcement of the intention of the States 
of the Zollverein to allow the Treaty of 1841 to terminate, of which your 
Lordship gave notice in your despatch of the 19th ultimo, has not yet 
reached Her Majesty’s Government, I yet deem it useful to make your 
Lordship at once acquainted with the opinions of Her Majesty’s Govern. 
ment on that question. 

However much Her Majesty’s Government may regret the approachin 
termination of relations so recently contracted, and upon which the Britis 
Government had founded expectations of much reciprocal advantage, yet 
Her Majesty’s Government cannot but admit that these expectations 
have not altogether been realized; for the Treaty, if productive of no 
benefit to the States of the Zollverein, has been nearly as barren of 
advantage to the interests of Great Britain. The only benefit worthy of 
mention accruing to Great Britain from the engagements of this Treaty 
has been the right to import goods into the ports of the Zollverein, in 
British ships, direct from ports not being British. This concession has 
however in practice proved of small value. In 1846 no more than four 
British vessels coming direct from third countries entered the Prussian 
ports, which are the only ports which the States of the Zollverein have to 
offer. These four vessels were, one of 236 tons, which came with sugar 
from Bahia ; one of 110 tons, with wine from Messina; one of 90 tons, with 
a few articles from Bremen; and one of 94 tons, with herrings from 
Bergen; making in all 530 tons of shipping. The very slight advantage 
to be derived from such a trade as this, is more than counterbalanced even 
by the inconveniences which have arisen from the sanction afforded by 
the Treaty to a fiction under which inland States have been considered as 
being maritime States, and under which such inland States have exercised 
an influence in the decision of questions with respect to which their 
geographical position deprived them of the means of judging. 

Under these circumstances, Her Majesty’s Government, upon a full 
consideration of the matter, do not intend to offer any objection to the 
putting an end to the Treaty of 1841; and they are content, as regards 
the commercial relations of Great Britain with Prussia, to fall back upon 
the engagements contained in the Treaty of 1824 and upon the Orders in 
Council and Ordinances of May, 1826, which secure to British commerce 
and navigation in Prussian ports the privileges of the most favoured 
nation. 

You will read the present despatch to Baron Canitz, and you will 
deliver to him officially a copy of the same.

IT is understood by Her Majesty’s Government that the real object of 
those of the States of the Zollverein who have urged the putting an end 
to the Treaty of 1841, is that they may thus pave the way for the intro- 
duction of a system of differential duties against British ships, which 
could not be enforced so long as that Treaty should remain in existence; 
and it is supposed that the Zollverein hopes to obtain the concurrence of the 
— States of Northern Germany, in the adoption of such differential 

uties. 

It will not be difficult for your Lordship to show that such differential 
duties are always liable to be met by similar measures on the part of those 
States against which those duties may be directed ; and that relations of 
commerce, which ought to be founded on principles of mutual concession 
and good-will, may thus be converted into a conflict of hostile enactments, 
which would of course be least injurious to that State whose commercial 
resources might be the most extensive. | 

Her Majesty’s Government trust that they have given sufficient 
proof that this is a conflict into which they have no desire to enter.

THE Undersigned, Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary of His Majesty the King of Prussia at the British Court, has 
received instructions to make the following communication to his Excel- 
lency Viscount Palmerston, Her Britannic Majesty’s Principal Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs. 

The Prussian Government, in its own name, and in the name of its 
confederates, the members of the Zollverein, gives notice of its intention to 
cause the provisions of the Treaty of Commerce and Navigation con- 
cluded with Great Britain on the 2nd of March, 1841, to cease, in such 
manner that from the Ist of January, 1848, that Treaty shall no longer 
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be considered as in existence, or as binding upon the two High Con- 
tracting Parties. 

The reason of this determination is to be found solely in the con- 
viction that the Treaty in question, according to the experience of the 
years which have elapsed since its conclusion, has not produced that 
development in the commercial relations of the Zollverein with Great 
Britain, which had been looked for. The concession made to the ships 
of the Zollverein in the First Article, by which the ports between the 
Meuse and the Elbe are to be considered as ports of the Union, hag 
hardly been found of any practical utility. But what appears to the 
Prussian Government to militate principally against the efficacy of the 
Treaty of 1841 is the want of reciprocity unhappily existing with 
respect to the laws which rule the navigation of the two countries, 
For while Prussian legislation, founded on the principle of liberty of 
navigation, allows British ships to import mto Prussian ports the 
produce of all parts of the world, the ships of the Zollverein can rr 
import into British ports (as regards the enumerated articles, includ- 
ing almost every article of importance) the produce of their own country. 
These enumerated articles were moreover increased in 1827, subsequent 
to the Treaty of Reciprocity of 1824, by Thirteen Articles, among which 
are to be found wool and other objects of primary necessity. So 
exceptional a measure could not but augment the want of real reciprocity 
to the prejudice of the Prussian flag. 

The Treaty of 1841 does not allow Prussia, as the aggrieved interests 
and public opinion in Germany, which powerfully supports those interests, 
would require, to restrict in an analogous manner the admission of British 
ships; for the Second Article of this Treaty accords to Great Britain the 
right of the most favoured nation with respect to the importation of 
sugar and rice. . 

The expiration of the Treaty at the end of the present year will 
restore that liberty to the Prussian Government, and a change in the laws 
affecting navigation has been the subject of its serious consideration. 

The nomination of a parliamentary committee to examine the English 
navigation laws, and to report during the present session of Parliament 
thereupon, has nevertheless held out to the Prussian Government a hope 
that Great Britain will at no remote period, by means of a general 
legislative measure, cause the restrictions to disappear which at present 
weigh upon German navigation and commerce, and which so notoriously 
impede the development of the commercial relations of the two countries. 

Animated by the desire to see these relations constantly extend, and 
to avoid everything which could even for a brief space of time retard a 
development so much to be wished for for both countries, the Government 
of His Prussian Majesty joins to the preceding notice relative to the 
cessation of the Treaty of 1841, the following proposition. 

The Treaty of 1824, as general Treaty of Reciprocity, shall remain the 
recognized basis of the relations of commerce and of navigation between 
the two countries, and shall continue to remain in force as heretofore, as 
long as notice shall not have been given of its cessation. 

The existing status quo shall, moreover, by means of diplomatic 
declaration, be de facto maintained, and departmental orders shall be 
issued for that purpose to the respective authorities, in order to afford to 
the High, Contracting Parties the opportunity of coming to an understand- 
ing with respect to an application of the principle of reciprocity as perfect 
and extended as possible. 

Notwithstanding the expiration of the Treaty, a modus vivendt 
would thus be established, which need not terminate till three or s!x 
months after one of the High Contracting Parties shall have made & 
declaration to that effect. 

In order to render this status guo endurable to Prussian commerce, 
and, in as far as practicable, conformable with the principle of rec'- 
procity, the Prussian Government expects with confidence that the British 
Government, from feelings of equity, and out of regard to the intimate 
relations which unite the two Governments, will accord to the vessels 0 
the Zollverein the same concession which has in late years been made by 
Great Britain in favour of other Powers, relative to the ports of the Baltic, 
a concession which at present greatly injures the interests of Prussia. t 
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will no doubt be considered but fair by the British Government that the 

vessels of the Union shall henceforth be permitted to import freely the 

produce of all the non-Prussian ports of the Baltic, as if those vessels 

came from Prussian ports, in the same manner as Russian and Hanoverian 

vessels arriving from Prussian ports of the Baltic are received with their 

cargoes in the ports of England, as though they had arrived from national 
rts.

Viscount Palmerston to the Chevalier Bunsen. 


Foreign Office, June 14, 1847. 


THE Undersigned, &c., has the honour to acknowledge the receipt 
on the 13th ultimo, of the note addressed to him on the 10th by the 
Chevalier Bunsen, &c., giving notice on the part of Prussia and of the 
other States of the Zollverein, of the termination on the Ist of January 
next, of the Treaty concluded with Great Britain on the 2nd of March, 
1841; but at the same time suggesting that the provisions of that Treaty 
should, after its expiration, be allowed to remain in force provisionally, 
until the High Contracting Parties shall have seen whether they may not 
be able to come to a more satisfactory understanding ; provided however, 
that the privileges granted by Great Britain to the shipping of certam 
other States, shall be in the meantime extended to the shipping of the 
States of the Zollverein. 

In reply the Undersigned begs to say that Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment has already communicated to the Prussian Government, through 
Her Majesty’s Minister at Berlin, their view of what was understood ns 
the intention of the States of the Zollverein as regards the Treaty of 1841. 
In the communication so made, of which a copy is annexed*, the Under- 
signed had the honour to explain to the Prussian Government, that if the 
engagements of the Treaty of 1841, have been unproductive of advantage 
to the States of the Zollverein, they have proved equally so to Great 
Britain ; and that Her Majesty’s Government would only regret the termi- 
nation of that Treaty, because it puts an end to relations which were 
conceived in a friendly spirit, and from which there seemed at one time 
reason to hope that mutual advantage to all parties concerned might 
arise. 
The reason assigned by the Chevalier Bunsen for the notice thus 
given by Prussia and the other States of the Zollverein, is the want of 
reciprocity in the navigation laws of the respective Contracting Parties. 
But that no great benefit has resulted to Great Britain from that indireet 
trade with Prussian ports, which the state of the Prussian law enables 
the Prussian Government to grant, 1s sufficiently manifest from the fact 
which has already been stated to the Prussian Government, through the 
Earl of Westeansieai, namely, that in the year 1846 only four British 
vessels of the aggregate burthen of 530 tons, found it their interest to 
avail themselves of the privilege which, under Article I of the Treaty, 
British vessels enjoy of entering Prussian ports from third countries; and 
the Undersigned cannot therefore but believe that however insignificant 
the — advantages may be which are derived by Prussia from 
the provisions of that same article, the concession made by Great Bri- 
tain by this Article may at least be regarded as a full equivalent for that 
which is made by Prussia. The Undersigned would also beg to observe, 
that if the principle of strict reciprocity is to be assumed as the indispen- 
sable basis of the commercial relations between Great Britain and the 
Zollverein, there does not seem to be any good reason why that principle 
should be confined in its application to the navigation laws, nor why it 
should not also be applied to the tariffs of the respective parties. 

As however it appears, from the Chevalier Bunsen’s note, to be 
equally the desire of the Prussian Government, as it assuredly is of the 
Government of Her Majesty, to endeavour by negotiation to come to an

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understanding more conducive to the interests of both parties, the Under- 
signed will refrain from further examining this portion of the question at 
_— and will at once state how far it will be in the power of Her 

ajesty’s Government to accede to the wishes of the Prussian Govern- 
ment as stated in the Chevalier Bunsen’s note. 

Her Majesty’s Government are ready to consent that the provisions 
of the Treaty of 1841 shall provisiona!ly remain the acknowledged basis 
of the trade and navigation between the two countries; but the Under- 
signed would at the same time suggest that the term of notice to be given 
of the cessation of such provisional arrangement should be six months 
rather than three, as the latter term might not afford sufficient time for 
making the arrangements which would be necessary previously to a 
change of the commercial relations between the two countries. 

With respect to the additional concessions which the Prussian 
Government requires in order to render this provisional arrangement, as 
the Chevalier Bunsen states, endurable to Prussia, the Undersigned has 
to express his regret that the advantages accorded by Great Britain to 
certain other States as regards the ports of the Baltic, should be con- 
sidered to have been injurious to Prussian commerce. That they should 
be so was assuredly not the intention of the British Government, which, 
in granting those advantages, was solely guided by principles of equity. 

The privileges accorded to such of the above-mentioned States as are 
German States, but not members of the Zollverein, are only such as in 
consequence of their geographical position those States would have 
acquired under the Treaty of 1841, if they had become members of that 
Union; and surely the Government of Prussia could not expect that 
Great Britain should withhold from States which have always treated 
British commerce in the most liberal manner, advantages which those 
States might have acquired by associating themselves with a system of com- 
mercial policy less favourable to British interests. Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment have, on the other hand, no desire to withhold from Prussia such of 
the advantages in question which Prussian vessels do not already enjoy; 
_and the Undersigned has accordingly to say, that the British Government is 
willing, during the existence of the proposed provisional arrangement, to 
consent that Prussian vessels, together with their cargoes, when coming 
from any port between the Meuse and the Elbe, and between the Trave and 
the Russian frontier, shall be admitted into the ports of the United King- 
dom and of the British possessions abroad, in as full and ample a manner 
as if the ports from which such vessels may have come were all within the 
dominions of Prussia. This would add the ports of Mecklenburg and the 
port of Liibeck to those with respect to which Prussian vessels have 
already enjoyed the above concession. 

As regards the privileges which have been granted to Russian vessels 
arriving in Great Britain from Prussian ports, the Undersigned has to 
observe, that those privileges apply only to vessels arriving from the two 
er three Prussian ports at the mouths of rivers which have their sources 
in, and which flow through, a great portion of the Russian Empire. The 
concession made to Russia is therefore precisely similar in principle to 
that made to Prussia, as regards the ports between the mouths of the 
Elbe and of the Meuse. The British Government was able to make both 
of these concessions under the existing provisions of the British law; but 
the concession now sought for by the Chewaliee Bunsen, as regards the 

orts of Riga and other Russian ports not situated at the mouths of 
Paiccae rivers, could not be granted by the British Government without 
the sanction of a fresh Act of Parliament; and although Her Majesty's 
Government would have no objection to introduce a bill into Parliament 
for granting the hey in question, and would hope to be able to obtain 
the assent of Parliament thereto, if such a measure would be likely to pro- 
mote a permanent commercial arrangement with the Prussian Govern- 
ment, yet Her Majesty’s Government would not like to undertake to 
propose to the Legislature a law of this kind for a merely temporary 
purpose.

The Austrian Court, faithful to its international obligations as well 
as to its feelings of sincere friendship for Switzerland, will constantly 
endeavour to cultivate its relations to the Confederation through the 
medium of this authority, so long as the basis from which the power given 
to the Directory for the time being emanates, and by virtue of which that 
power is at present exercised by Berne, shall not be invaded in its 
essence or violated in its spirit. 

| Now this basis is no other than the Federal Compact of the 7th of 
August, 1815, the spirit of which can only be satisfied by faithfully 
upholding the Cantonal Sovereignty guaranteed by the Confederation, and 
only limited as regards specified Federal objects. 

The Austrian Court feels itself the more especially bound not to leave 
the New Directory in ignorance of these sentiments, and of the conse- 
quences which they entail, inasmuch as the circumstances of the times 
‘ under which the Jatter enters upon its high functions evidently bear a grave 
character.

to manage the general affairs of the Confederation, will continue to main- 
tain her friendly relations with that Confederation, through the medium 
of the existing Directory, so long as the basis upon which its power rests 

shall not have been encroached upon in its essence or violated in its spirit. 
This basis is the Federal Compact of 1815, and the spirit of this Act can be 
maintained in its integrity only so long as scrupulous respect shall be 
paid to the Cantonal Sovereignty guaranteed by the Compact, and limited 
only for certain special purposes indicated by the Federal Constitution. 

The more difficult the circumstances are under which the Canton of 
Berne undertakes the high duties imposed upon it, the more does the 
Imperial Court consider itself called upon not to leave that Canton in 
doubt as to its opinions, or as to the consequences which naturally result 
from them.

HARDLY had the President and the Council of State of the Canton of 
Berne, in conformity with the provisions of the Federal Compact concluded 


on the 7th of August, 1815, between the twenty-two Sovereign Cantons 


of Switzerland, assumed the attributes and functions of the Federal Direc- 
tory of the Swiss Confederation, when his Excellency the Baron de 
Kaisersfeld, &c. (the BaronVonPeutz, &c.), in obedience to commands received 
by him, found himself induced, in a note dated the 10th (11th) of the 

resent month, to designate the said Compact as the basis on which the 

mperial Austrian (Royal Prussian) Mission intends to continue for the 
future to cultivate, through the medium of the Federal Directory of Berne, 
the friendly relations existing between the Swiss Confederate Cantons and 
the Austrian (Prussian) dominions, and to declare that these relations would 
be continued so long as the said basis, from which the power of the 
Federal Directory for the time being is derived, and in conformity with 
which that power is at present exercised by the Canton of Berne, should 
not be encroached upon in its essence or violated in its spirit. 

However agreeable it may be to the Council of State of the Canton of 
Berne, as Federal Directory, to enter into official communications with his 
Excellency (with ), it cannot at the same time but regret most 
sincerely that these communications should have been commenced in a 
manner unusual, and little in conformity with former precedents. 

The President and Council of State of the Federal Directory of Berne 
will ever be solicitous carefully to maintain, and more and more to consoli- 
date, on the basis of complete reciprocity, the international relations which 
the Swiss Confederation has so much satisfaction in maintaining with 
friendly States. 

But with respect to the conduct by the Directory of the Federal affairs, 
which relate immediately to the internal affairs of Switzerland, the Pre- 
sident and the Council of State of the Directory of Berne cannot avoid re- 
marking to his Excellency (to ), that with reference to the conduct of 
those affairs they are solely responsible to the other Confederated Cantons; 
and that inasmuch as they on the one hand are resolved to fulfil most con- 
scientiously the obligations which their Federal position imposes on them, 
they are, on the other hand, equally determined carefully to defend the 
independence of the Swiss Confederation and of its Federal authorities, 
and resolutely to resist every possible attempt to interfere in any manner 
whatever in the internal affairs of the Confederation.

THE President and Council of State of the Canton of Berne had 
hardly been invested with their attributes and their functions as the 
Directory of the Swiss Confederation, agreeably to the provision of the 
Federal Compact concluded on the 7th of August, 1815, between the twenty- 
two Sovereign Cantons of Switzerland, when his Excellency Baron Kri- 
dener, Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary from the Court 
of Russia, found himself called upon, in obedience to orders which he had 
received, to declare, in a note dated the 10th instant, that the above- 
mentioned Compact will be the basis upon which the Imperial Legation of 
Russia intends to continue to maintain, through the medium of the Federal 
Directory of Berne, the existing friendly relations between the Swiss Con- 
federation and Russia. 

His Excellency has moreover declared that those relations will be 
continued so long as the basis from which is derived the power vested in 
the Directory for the time being, and exercised by the Canton of Berne, 
Shall not have been encroached upon in its essence or violated in its 
spirit. 

However agreeable it may be for the Council of the State of Berne, as 
Federal Directory, to enter into official communications with his Ex- 
cellency, it must still sincerely regret that those communications should 
have been opened in an unusual manner, and in one little in accordance 
with the practice which has hitherto been observed in this respect. 

It will always be the duty of the President and Council of State of 
the Federal Directory of Berne carefully to cultivate and more and more to 
consolidate, on the basis of perfect reciprocity, the international relations 
—— the Swiss Confederation is desirous to entertain with all friendly 

tates. 

With respect to what regards the administration, by the Directory, 
of the Federal affairs relating directly to the Federal interests of Switzer- 
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land, the President and Council of State of the Directory of Berne cannot 
refrain from requesting his Excellency to observe, that with respect to that 
administration, they are responsible to the Confederate Cantons only ; and 
that, while they wil] endeavour to fulfil conscientiously the obligations 
imposed upon them by their position, they are, on the other hand, firmly 
resolved to defend the independence of the Swiss Confederation and that 
of the authorities established in virtue of the Compact, being firmly deter- 
mined to oppose themselves to any attempt at interference in the inter- 
national affairs of the Confederation.

Viscount Palmerston to Mr. Pakenham. 


Sir, Foreign Office, March 31, 1847. 


I HAVE received your despatch of the 12th ultimo, stating that 
measures have been taken for the purpose of raising a subscription in 
the United States for the relief of the Destitute Irish Poor, and I have to 
instruct you to take every opportunity of saying how grateful Her 
i Government and the British nation at large feel for this kind 
and honourable manifestation of sympathy by the citizens of the United 
States for the sufferings of the Irish people. [t might*indeed have been 
expected that a generous and high-minded nation would deeply com- 
miserate the sufferings which an awful visitation of Providence has 
inflicted upon so large a population descended from the same ancestors as 
themselves ; but the active and energetic assistance which the people of 
the United States are thus affording to the poor Irish, while it reflects the 
highest honour upon our transatlantic brethren, must tend to draw closer,
